WHEN AND HOW TO sow }h 
GRASS SEED. 


The most rapid way of obtaining a grasS 
crop is to sow the seed early in the spring 
by itself, without any grain, or nursecrop, 3 
as the young grass plants are in no way protected by the grain, and 
when this is cut the young clover and grass are very tender. The cutting 
of the so-called nurse crop suddenly exposes the young grass at the hottest 
time of the year, and thereis danger of its being burned out, while when 
the grass is sown by itself the young plants are hardened and more able 
to withstand the hot and dry sun. However,some farmers will want to 
sow Seed oats with the grass seed, and we wish to call their attention to 
our Early Champion Oats as being especially adapted for a nurse crop on 
account of its not stooling so heavily as other varieties. To obtain best 
results use only a moderate quantity of oats to sow with grass seeds. 

After the ground is carefully prepared, theseed is sown broadcast. which 
can be nicely and evenly done and very quickly with the little hand seed- 
ers which we advertise. As seed is smallit should not be covered very 
deep, the natural covering which may take place after a shower of rain is 
sometimes sufficient.

TENERIFFE CANARY GRASS. 


A wonderfully productive grass from the Canary Islands which succeeds in all parts of America 
from Florida to Manitoba and makes a grand crop of hay and seed eye in sections where Millet 
proves a failure. It has been tested for several yearspastin asmall way in various parts of the 
country and has proven to be a good pasture grass and has yielded an immense crop of good hay. GIANT CUZCO CORN. 

It has also proven highly profitable to grow for the seed, and thestraw or hay after the seed has 

been threshed out retains much of its nutritive value, being considered better than millet, and is relished by the cattle. In 1903 a Cana- 
dian farmer grew a crop of 1392 Ibs. seed and two tons of hay peracre, Last yeara farmer who had confidence in the crop, put in 400 
aeres and in spite of being somewhat ignorant as fo how to handle the crop, it produced about 1250 Ibs. (25 bushels) per aere. At that 
time Canary seed was wholesaling in the Chicago market at $5.20 per 100 lbs.,so that at that rate the product would be worth about 
$63.00 per acre in addition to the value of the straw for feeding. Thereis not a city, town, nor even a country neighborhood where 
canary seed is not used for feeding birds, and it is also of high vaiue for feeding little chicks and will make a fine grade of flour which 
is used insome parts of Europe for making bread, and large quantities of it are used for stifiening cloth. Last year 6,597,500 lbs, 
(equals abont 132,000 bushels) was imported into this country and paid a highimport duty. f

DIRECTIONS FOR SOWING, ETC.—To insure success the conditions and require- 
ments of the several species as to soil, thoisture. heat, etc., should be studied and then ob- 
servedineculture. Below wegive afew general directionsfor their culiure, though more 
complete directions will be found printed on the seed packets. The soil best adap‘ed to 
most fowers is light, rich loam, containing enough sand to make it porous. If there is 
some clay withit the colors will be brighter. Makethe surface as smooth and fine as pos- 
sible, sow seeds in rows, covering each sort of seed in proportion to its size (a good gener- 
al rule being to corer twice the diameter of the seed) and press the soildown firmly over 
it. Do not plant any seeds when the ground is wet. Many varieties,such as pansy, verbe- 
na, daisy, hoilyhock and the fine greenhouse plant seeds, should be sown early in shallow 
boxes in the house, in soil consisting of equal parts of fine sand and rich, mellow loam well 
mixed together and sifted fo remove all gravel and lumps. Sow as before directed. Covy- 
ering the box with glass helps to retain the moisture and keeps the temperatureeyen. Be 


careful not to keep too wet, and when large enough to handle, transplant to boxes from 1 to 2 inches apart to remain until put in permanent beds.
